
Claiborne honored 
on national TV 
broadcast

Many Dillsburg residents 
saw a familiar face Monday 
evening on ABCs All-Star Pro 
Sports Awards. 

Among the honorees, which 
included such sports greats as 
Mike Tyson, Wayne Gretsky. 
and Chris Evert, was Loretta 
Claiborne. 36. of York. 
Claiborne was honored as the 
Special Olympic Athlete of the 
Year during the live, two-hour 
broadcast 

The long distance runner has 
visited Dillsburg on numerous 
occasions with her advocate for 
the Special Olympics. Janet 
MacFarland. 

MacFarland. who 
accompanies and assists the 
athlete at sports and social events, 
is a member and former president 
of the GFWC Woman's Club of 
Dillsburg Over the years. 
Claiborne has accompanied 
MacFarland to several club 
events. 

As a guest speaker. 
Claiborne addressed the club and 
discussed her participation in the 
Boston Marathon in 1981 and 
1982 According to MacFarland. 
the runner finished the 26.2 - 
mile course in 3.03 hours She 
was the first and only Special 
Olympian to enter and finish that 
prestigous event. 

Several years ago. Claiborne 
spoke to the students at Northern 
Middle School about the Special 
Olympics. MacFarland said She 
also was an honorary guest at the 
local annual Bike Hike for the 
benefit of the Association for 
Retarded Citizens (ARC) two 
yean ago 

The television special, live 
from the Universal Studios 
Amphitheatre in Los Angeles, 
honored the top professional 
athletes in 11 categories The 
proceeds will benefit the Special 
Olympics. 

Throughout the broadcast, 
the careers of the sports 
superstars were summarized in 
half-minute clips. 

Claiborne's award 
presentation, however, was 
proceeded with a meaty, 
heart-warming, mini-biography 
which was written by Buddy 
Murrow, who penned Rain Man 
The writer sat next to Claiborne 
and MacFarland during the 
ceremony 

The narrated film showed 
Claiborne jogging in York, 
participating in meets, relaxing 
with her family, greeting 
celebrities, and presenting medals 
to young Special Olympians 

The narrative told of the 
obstacles the determined young 
woman had to overcome in her 
youth. Claiborne was legally 
blind and unable to walk until the 
age of four. By the time her 
eyesight was restored following 
surgery. Claiborne lagged far 
behind her peers 
developmental!) Although a 
doctor had advis«l her mother to 
place the youngster tn an 
institution, the woman refused. 

Now a serious athlete. 
Claiborne has been active in 
Special Olympics for the past 19 
years. 

Amidst a round of applause, 
she descended the steps of the 
amphitheatre and walked onto the 
stage to accept the award from 
Maria Shnver. daughter of 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver. the 
tcmndcr of Special Olympics. 

After a brief acceptance 
speech. Claiborne and Shriver 
went backstage to telephone Mrv 
Shnver. who personally 
congratulated the awardee 

That telephone conversation 
was the highlight of Claiborne's 
evening. MacFarland said. 


Although Claiborne's 
program was filled with names of 
cclcbntcs such as Hulk Hogan. 
Brett Mutburger. and Peggy 
Fleming, MacFarland said the 
athlete especially was thnllcd to 
finally have met Rafer Johnson, 
an Olympic gold medalist who 
earned the torch in the opening 
ceremonies at the Olympic Games 
In Los Angeles Johnson is 
president of the California Special 
Olympics and a board member of 
Special Olympics International. 
MacFarland said. 

Following the broadcast, 
Claiborne and MacFarland were 
invited to a party.in a giant-sized 
tent oulisidc die amphitheatre 

As the two York residents 
mingled with the "rich and 
famous." MacFarland had a 
constant reminder of far-away 
Dillsburg She was wearing a 
formal, tea-length dress that 
Sandy DcBolt made for her five 
years ago DcBolt followed 
MacFarland as president of the 
Woman’s Club in 1988 

On Tuesday evening, the 
ladies returned to York - perhaps 
somewhat laded from the limo 
rides and the luxury of staying 
ina $325-a-day room at the 
Regent Beverly Welshirc with all 
the "extras," which included a 
bouquet of orchids in the 
bathroom and champagnc-on-icc 
on the dresser. 

Claiborne came home to run. 
MacFarland said maticr-of-factly 
The athlete has not donned her 
jogging shoes in three days, she 
added 

A glimpse of Hollywood did 
not change Loretta. On Saturday, 
she will participate in a 10K race 
in Butler. 

She has been chosen as an 
international athletic 
representative from Pennsylvania 
for the 1991 Intemauonal Special 
Olympics summer games in St. 
Paul. Minnesota. 

The Special Olympics is a 
year-round training and 
competition for mentally retarded 
citizens over the age of eight.
